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Talk Of Jailing Southern Governors 
Evidence Of New Tyranny In Making 


Arrest of Southern governors, 
once thought to be as fantastic as 
the use of soldiers to enforce inte- 
gration, has become a topic of se- 
rious discussion. 

Last week in Arkansas spokes- 

men reported they had word the 
federal government has drawn 
plans to lock up Gov. Faubus and 
other leaders of the resistance 
against forced mixing of races in 
the schools. 
_ As though to confirm that this 
story is not wild imagination, an 
article in Sunday’s New York 
Times outlined the legal aspects of 
imprisoning the governor of a 
state. Writing for a newspaper 
that has excellent avenues of in- 
formation from the federal govern- 
ment, Anthony Lewis said: 

“That the federal courts have 
the legal power to imprison a gov- 
ernor for contempt of their orders 
no one doubts. But whether it is 
wise policy to do so is another 
matter.” 

The News and Courier has no 
crystal ball for observing the fu- 
ture. In analyzing the situation at 
Little Rock (and in Virginia as 
well) we can see that a direct clash 
between the governor and the fed- 
eral government is in the making. 

What is the government to do 
with the 150 marshals in Little 
Rock? 

The government must have.some 

idea of how it intends to use them. 
If the closed schools are not re- 
opened. the government will lose 
face. To save face, the govern- 
ment must open the schools. 
- As we see the Situation, the most 
likely move is for the Justice De- 
partment to ask the federal court 
in Little Rock to require Gov. Fau- 
bus, on the basis of an injunction 
issued last year, to open the school 
or face contempt of court penal- 
ties. 

If Gov. Faubus refuses to open 
the schools, asserting that he 
closed them in accord with a man- 
date of the state legislature, the 
court would have to back down or 
send him to jail. 

if the governor is seized, it will 
mean Reconstruction II has begun 
in the South in earnest. Every 
Southern governor could expect to 
be thrust behind bars if he failed 
to integrate every public school. 
State control of state affairs would 


pass from the governors and leg- 
islatures to the federal courts and 
the Justice Department. 

Whether the administration 
plans to go this far no one can 
say. But the Justice Department, 
by a few arrogant moves, could 
turn the clock back to the days 
when the South was ruled by fed- 
eral officials supported by federal 
bayonets. 

The prospect is so horrifying 
that some Southerners may not 
= think about it. They should 
re , however, that the outcome 
of the November elections in the 
North may be determined by the 
degree of ‘ruthlessness employed 
by the Justice Department, against 
white Southerners. A real show of 
force in Little Rock and Virginia 
may gain Negro votes for the Re- 
publicans in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and other key states. 

Reconstruction in the form of 
imprisonment of the state of- 
ficials must be met in some care- 
fully considered way. The long 
range hope—the hope that bore 
fruit in the 1860s and 1870s — is 
that the majority of Americans in 
other regions, who are not integra- 
tion fanatics, will recoil from a 
military occupation of the South. 

The cost of such an occupation 
would be staggering. Southern vot- 
ers would not pay for a school sys- 
tem bossed_ by federal officials. We 
question whethi voters of the 
North and West would want to car- 
ry the integration experiment to 
the length of paying for it. 

Where would the teachers be 
found to staff federal schools? 
Would the federal government hire 
thousands of truant officers to 
compel attendance at federal 
schools? 

The federal government has the 
physical power to snatch the body 
of Gov. Faubus of Arkansas or 
Gov. Almond of Virginia. It has 
the power to pry open schools with 
bayonets. It can cruelly disrupt 
the life of this great region. But 
the only way it can enforce dicta- 
torial edicts on an unwilling peo- 
ple is at the point of a gun. With- 
drawal of force would mean the 
end of integration. 

The truth to remember is this: 
So long as Southerners want to 
hold on to the American tradition 
of freedom, bayonets cannot con- 
quer them.

Halt-Nuclear-Tests 
Plan Wins No Cheer

President Eisenhower announced last 
week that the United States is ready to sus- 
pend nuclear tests for one year, provided 
Russia agrees to maintain its current ban on 
tests and starts negotiations for a permanent 
ban. Mr. Eisenhower explained that he was 
“taking account” of the new East-West atom 
tests agreement, just concluded in Geneva. 
The agreement was negotiated by American, 
Canadian, British and French scientists on 
the one hand and scientists and government 
officials representing Soviet Russia an “ three 
of her East European captive lands on the 
other. Both the White House and the State 
Department have been very lavish in their 
praises of the agreement. U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold has welcomed it, 
too, as “an effective dent” in the East-West 
disarmament deadlock. 

We beg to differ. In fact the more we 
study the published text of the agreement, 
the less we like it. In its present form, this 
new Geneva convention contains nothing but 
the full acceptance of the old Soviet view- 
point on “international control of dis- 
armament.” 

So-Called Parity Basis 

First, the proposed new body to control 
nuclear weapon tests would consist of teams, 
or groups of experts, representing East and 
West on a so-called parity basis. The Soviets 
tried to impose this parity idea on the West 
for many years. They have at last succeeded. 
In practice, this will mean that the teams of 
experts will consist of an equal number of 
Western and Communist representatives. 
That was the way the notorious “interna- 
tional” armistice inspection teams were 
formed in Korea. Their work collapsed com- 
pletely ih North Korea for the simple reason 
that Communist members would not Jet them 
do any real inspecting. The same is bound 
to happen to any other “international team” 
stacked with Communist delegates. 

Second, the Geneva agreement accepts the 
old Soviet viewpoint that the inspection 
teams be stationed at particular places such 
as ports, islands and other previously agreed 
points. State Department propagandists 
have pointed out that Moscow has made “an 
important concession” in agreeing to allow 
such teams to be stationed on Soviet terri- 
tory. The Communists, the argument goes, 
are at long last ready to lift the Iron Curtain 
for international inspection. 

But, in fact, the Communists are not 
ready to do anything of the sort. Moscow 
expressed its readiness to aliow certain in- 
‘spection teams to be stationed in Russia 
years ago. But the Soviet government was 
not ready then and is not ready now to allow 
these teams freedom of movement. Such 


teams were stationed on Communist terri-, 


tory in North Korea. But they couldn’t do 
any work, as they were not allowed to move 
out of their headquarters,

Massive Resistance is Legal 


Says La. Attorney General 


In a speech delivered before an audience of 4,000 enthusiastic 
members of the Citizens Councils of the Greater New Orleans 
Area, the Attorney General of the State of Louisiana said that 
massive resistance is legal. 

Congressman F,. Edward Hebert of the First Congressional 
District publicly thanked the members o* the Ci Councils 
for having helped re-elect him to the Congress of the United 
States over the opposition of a Labor-backed candidate, 

Judge Walter B, Hamlin of the Civil District Court of New 
Orleans delivered a most illuminating address on the historical 
basis of the Bill of Rights of the U.S, Constitution, 

Below are excerpts from the speech by Louisiana Attorney 
General Jack Gremillion: 

“| have spoken of the use of “Massive resistance” to maintain 
integrity in government and prevent immediate forcible integration 
of the races in Louisiana, Now, just what is Massive Resistance? 
The radical agitators in the North and re have tried to 
make it out as a mobdefiance of Federal laws and the Constitution 
of the United States, On the contrary, the use of massive resistance 
is legal, proper, and indeed, righteous. 

Massive effort or resistance is the collective expression of the 
will of the people to maintain the sovereignty of their State, to 
abide by the duly enacted laws of their State and to protect them- 
selves, through all lawful means, against the encroachment of 
their sovereignty by Federal orders, officials or otherwise, 

A classic example that laws must have the consent and moral 
support of the people was the “noble experiment’’--the eighteenth 
amendment, Prohibition never had the true support of the people, 
so even though it had been ratified by the State legislatures, it 
was doomed to failure, It had to fail because the resistance 
against its enforcement was widespread--massive, 

The present Federal demands for immediate integration is 
even more certainly doomed to failure because it has been met 
with widespread massive resistance and it carries the further 
curse of never having been dignified by a vote of the people or 
even an act of Congress, It is nothing more than a court decision 
based on bookish sociological conceptions that reflect neither 
law nor popular opinion, 

What are some of the forms of legal massive resistance? 
What can we as citizens do through massive resistance? First, 
we can vigorously exercise our basic Co.stitutional rights, The 
rig to assemble, The right to organize, The right to protest, 
Yous vonderful right of freedom of speech, And above all, we 
must exercise our right to vote, 

Indifference to political candidates will be disastrous, All 
people must register, must vote and must take part in all 
elections, If yéu do no do this, you are just as guilty of déstroying 
your rights as the robber who breaks into your home at night and 
steals 


Massive and concerted effort against Federal domination 
requires courage. It requires courage on the part of you and me 
and all of us, It notonly requires political courage by your elected 
officials, but you as a citizen of this State. 

In the unashamed guise of interpreting the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, the United States Supreme Court has set itself up as an 
all-powerful Federal legislature, and the stark fact is, that it 
has given to itself the right to disregard, at any moment, all 
legal precedents of the past and to rule on what it believes is 
socially and psychologically desirable, It is no longer a secret 
that the Court has adopted as its guidepost the slogan that the end 
justifies the means, In support of the Court's decisions the public 
is being propagandized in a multitude of fashions to the effect 
that everything the Supreme Court says is the *‘Law of the Land", 
However, THE UNALTERABLE FACT IS THAT A SUPREME 
COURT DECISION IS THE “LAW OF THE CASE*’, AND CAN BE 
REVERSED AT ANY TIME, AND THAT IT IS BINDING ONLY ON 
THE PARTIES TO THE PARTICULAR CASE AND NOONE ELSE, 
This fact has not sunk in as yet generally, although most lawyers 
know that it has always been true, 

Governor Almond of Virginia, a former State Attorney General, 
and an able lawyer, recently blasted the idea that school deseg- 
regation decisions are the *‘Law of the Land’ in the sense that 
they can actually compel integration in every state, 

Governor Almond said that: 

“No decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
or any subordinate Federal court requires or can re- 
quire this State or any of its political sub-divisions to 
operate any public school whether integrated or not.... 
“No Federal court-is vested with authority under the 
decision of the Supreme Court to direct, compel or 
coerce any defendant District School Superintendent or 
School Board to assign or enroll any pupil in any school, 
or to do any affirmative administrative act pertaining 
thereto,"’ 

If the time shall ever come when the States lose their power 
to govern their internal affairs and when their legislatures or 
govermental sub-divisions are subject to compulsion to pass 
laws or issue diplomas under the orders of the Federal Courts 
and at the point of bayonets and clubs, then the Constitutional 
crisis now at hand could only result in complete abolition of 
State government and the emergence of the Federal judiciary 
as the supreme legislative as well as judicial power in the 
country, 





A Mustard Seed for 1960 


This week’s issue of Human Events 
carries a oo i. John J. 
Synon, an expatria an now 
in California, The point of his article 
is to suggest the long shot ty 
that Southerners may yet dictate the 
choice of a President in 1960. 

The basis of his suggestion lies in 
some facts of constitutional life that 
are at once well known and little un- 
derstood, In casual conversation, most 

rsons speak of “voting for Ejisen- 

er,” or “voting for Stevenson,” as 
if they voted directly for these indi- 
vidual candidates, In point of fact, as 
all of us know, we actually vote for 
presidential electors who in turn cast 
the official vote for President. To say 
that Eisenhower defeated Stevenson 
by 35 million to 25 million isn’t true; 
Eisenhower legally defeated Steven- 
son by 457 to 74. - 

What Mr. Synon has in mind is the 
possibility of throwing the 1960 elec- 
tion into the House of Representa- 
tives, a possibility widely scoffed at. 
We do not take the possibility very 
eeriously ourselves. Electoral votes on 
paper are one thing; electoral votes 
actually won in the ballot box are. 
something else entirely. The probabil- 
ities. as distinguished from the possi- 
bilities, are- that Mr. Synon's figures 
will turn into pipedreams. 

And yet... And yet... The law 
is a curious thing, and the constitu- 
tional law that governs presidential 
elections is clear. As Mr. Synon 
points out, the law demands that a 
presidential candidate receive a clear 
majority in the electoral college. As- 

the admission of Alaska, that 
will mean that 1960's winning candi- 
date must have 268 electoral votes. 

By every indication, the Democratic 
party is gaining while the Republican 
party is declining. Vice President 
Nixon, if He is the GOP's candidate, 
cannot hope for the 457 votes that 
went to Mr. Eisenhower. If he lost no 
more than New York, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. he would lose 105 of those. 
votes in One swoop. 

By the same token, the Democratic 
party reasonably can expect to win 
far more than the puny 74 electoral 
votes it claimed in 1956. Mr. Steven- 
son won only in the Southern States 
of Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi. North Carolina and South 
Carolina, plus the border State of Mis- 
souri. A radically “liberal” candidate, 
running on a platform tailored to blocs 
of Negro and labor votes, probably 
could sweep everything from Maine 
to the Mason-Dixon line. 

That is the sort of candidate that 
dominant interests in the National 
Democratic party propose to nomi- 


nate. And that is the sort of candi- 
date even the most yellow-dog Demo- 
crats in the South cannot and will not 
support. ‘ 

That is to say, Southern “Demo- 
crats” will not support such a radical 
nominee if (1) a qualified and attrac- 
tive States’ Righter is on the ballot, 
(2) their political leadership gives the 
nod, and (3) election machinery per- 
mits such a choice. 

Mr. Synon does not deal in per- 
sonalities, though he mentions the 39 
electoral votes cast in 1948 for Strom 
-Thurmond, then the unknown Gover- 
‘nor of South Carolina, Mr. Thurmond 
is now Senator Thurmond, and his 
name. would carry much greater 
weight. Neither does Mr. Synon treat 
the second factor, which is vital to 
the plan's success. Without a contrary 
nod from Herman Talmadge, Georgia 
would go docilely Democratic again in 
1960; without a wink from Russell 
Long, Louisiana would stand by the 
party, and it scarcely would matter if 
the ticket offered Jake Javits and Wal- 
ter Reuther. A “third party” candi- 
date would be snowed under. 

On the third point, however, Mr. 
Synon notes that Georgia has quietly 
amended her presidential election laws 
to provide for great flexibility in 1960, 
Whatever happens, Georgia will be 
ready to field a slate of electors in 
whom resentful citizens could entrust 
their votes, Alabama is moving in the 
same direction. Time” ns for 
other Southern States to do likewise. 
Many tactical considerations suggest 
that we do so. 

For Mr. Synon offers a reasonable 
hypothesis: Suppose the Republican 
candidate got. 200-odd electoral votes, 
and the Democratic candidate got 200- 
odd electoral votes, but neither candi- 
date won as many as 268? Suppose 
that a conservative candidate won 
even 50 or 60 electoral votes in the 
South? Such a bloc might be just 
enough to prevent that clear majority 
which the Constitution demands of a 
winning candidate in the electoral col- 
lege. The election then would be

As the poet 
so accurately etated, “Even this shall 
pass away.” 

The United States, in typical namby- 
pamby fashion, has refused to do all in 
its power to prevent the easing of trade 
restrictions with our enemy. Our policy 
has been based on the fallacy that trade 
items can be classified as strategic and 
non-strategic. The truth of the matter is 
that there is no such thing as non-strategic 
goods when you’re trading with the ene- 
my, for by sending him consumer goods 
you ease the burden on his economy. AND,

U.N. Law and U. S. Liberties 


In view of Attorney General Rog- 
ers’ speech before the International 
Law Association the other day in New 
York, it will not be at all difficult to 
predict an early revival of the issue of 


amending the U.S. Constitution to pre- 
vent international treaties from water- 
ing it down. 

The American Bar Association draft 
of an amendment bearing Senator 
Bricker’s name failed of passage in the 
Senate a few years ago by only one 
vote. It has been rather dormant of 
late; but Mr. Rogers’ suggestion that 
the United States should grant to the 
United Nations’ International Court of 

- Justice the right to judge U.S. court 
jurisdiction over domestic problems 
will give the Bricker Amendment a 
shot in the arm that no speech by the 
Senator himself, however persuasive, 
could hope to produce. 

Actually, what Mr. Rogers hopes to 
bring about—which is a much stronger 
International Court with powers to rule 
on international matters affecting all 
countries — makes a great deal of 
sense. The world is in need of some 
higher authority than the judiciary of 
one or two countries to say, for in- 
stance, whether Iceland is in the right 
to extend her historic three-mile terri- 
torial limits to four miles in 1952 and 
to twelve miles in 1958, or whether 
Britain is in the right to claim that Ice- 
land is unlawfully interfering on the 
high seas in trying to stop the Britons 
from fishing within the twelve - mile 
limit. . 

But: permitting an International 
Court of Justice to interfere in strictly 
domestic matters is another thing en- 
tirely, and that, unfortunately, is the 
way Mr. Rogers proposes to s 
the U.N.’s World Court. 

It is weak, he says, because in 1946 


when the United States accepted juris- 
diction of the World Court in interna- 
tional matters the United States in- 
sisted on the sole right to judge what 
was an international and what was a 
domestic matter. This policy needs re- 
examination, the Attorney General 
said, if the powers of the World Court 
are not to remain “tragically limited.” 

So far so good. The bigger question, 
though, is whether the United States 
will not in the end tragically limit its 
own Constitution by foregoing its pres- 
ent right to determine what is an in- 
ternational question and what is a 
domestic question. 

We think that the United States 
better show caution about giving up its 
present obligation to say what is its 
own business, affecting its own people. 

We say that because the determina- 
tion of any case brought to the World 
Court will not be made on the basis of 
what our Constitution says, but on the 
basis of United Nations treaties or ex- 
ecutive agreements among nations. 
These, from most we have studied, 
such as the proposed Conventions on 
Human Rights, would vastly weaken 
and limit the rights of individuals by 
granting governments powers that our 
Constitution specifically denies to our 
Government. Example: Under the 
Constitution, no U.S. Government can 
declare, for any reason, the First 
Amendment null, and void. But under 
the Covenant, any government can de- 

‘ clare such rights as free speech and 
peaceful assembly illegal on the 
ground of national security. 

Abdicating the determinaton of 
what is a domestic concern may do a 
_ deal to strengthen .N.’s 

ternational Court of Justice. But it 
will only serve to weaken rights of 
U.S. citizens that should be of no con- 
cern to any other country.

Under the attractive 
brand name of “peace force,” a U.N. army is suggested 
as a means of preventing aggression, punishing rebel- 
lion, enforcing the law and, we presume, curing warts 


and boils. 


It is true enough that a hastily recruited U.N. army 
would offer an easy means of face saving by which the 
United States could get its troops out of Lebanon and 
the British could exit triumphantly from Jordan. But in 
the aftermath we would find that we had saved our 
face at the expense of losing our pants. 

Creation of a‘U.N. army would set in motion a chain 
of evolution leading from expedience to futility to dis- 
aster. A period of futility in which the U.N.’s armed 
forces could not be used effectively would set in im- 
mediately after the expedient of today’s Middle Eastern 


crisis had been served. 


The same factors which kept the U.N. security coun- 
cil from acting effectively in Korea, Indo-China, Hun- 
gary and lately in the Middle East would prevent it from 
using a U.N. army in time to do any good. The so-called 
peace force would be subject to security council control 
and, failing that, to orders from the general assembly. 
Any nation represented on the Security Council, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, could veto marching orders. A 
new crisis could come and go before the General As- 
sembly got in motion to override the veto. 

A debating society whose chartered purpose is to 
exert moral pressure (provided it is ever able to decide 
what is moral), does not make a good commander in 
chief of armed forces. The impotence of a U.N. army 
under the existing method of operation in the United 
Nations would lead inevitably to clamor for a swifter, 
surer way of getting the troops into action. We suspect 
that the U.N. secretariat, which has been lobbying for 
an army for several years, anticipates such a clamor 
and would not be above encouraging it. 

The only way in which a U.N. army could be moved 
quickly and effectively would be to give the secretariat 
supreme authority. Dag Hammarskjold and his staff of 
international bureaucrats would have to be allowed to 
dispatch their army wherever they, in their own judg- 
ment, thought it might be needed.. That might be Beirut, 
Formosa or Washington. The excuse might be to quell 
a rebellion in the Sudan, to prevent arms smuggling in 
Cyprus or to put down racial disorders in Little Rock. 

Given an army to use as they see fit, the professional 
one-worlders who make up the U.N. permanent staff 
would be well on their way to the goal which many of 
them openly profess, the creation of a single govern- 
ment to dominate all the nations. This would be won- 
derful for communism; which has the same goal. It 
mi even be acceptable to primitive nations which 


feel they are dominated by 


anyway, and that 


they might as well sit in on a division of the world’s 
wealth if they can. But it would mean the end of the 
best that years of carefully cultivated civilization have 


produced in the United States. 


America has already surrendered to the United Na- 
tion- most of its freedom of movement in international 
affairs. We have already sacrificed national interest in 
many fields to keep the U.N, ego growing. We already 
pay more than one third the cost of this organization 
which does nothing but give our enemies a sounding 
board to keep the cold war alive. 

Let us not now make the ultimate blunder of approv- 
ing an army for the United Nations, when it is so near 
to being taken over completely by our deadly enemies.

POLITICAL SUCCESS

The greatest weakness of American conservatives is their 
lack of strategy. They seldom deviate from the “direct attack," 
And the attack seldom varies in its pattern of “clobber ‘em," 
“expose ‘em,"" “hit ‘em." By “ ‘em,” of course, is meant the 
Communists, fellow travellers and “‘liberal*’ dupes. A mo3~ 
quito biting an elephant has as much effect. 

The conservative aim should be to convert the non-Communist 
into an anti-Communist," It is the conservative’s only hope of 
winning. The shotgun tactics used against the enemy all too often 
hit the confused middle-of-the roader as well, 

The McCarthy issue offers a case study in the do*s and 
don’ts of successful strategy. At the outset, the Communists 
made the blunder of their lives in attacking McCarthy instead 
of ignoring him. They then found themselves making a hero out 
of him, There was no conservative leadership to take advantage 
of the enemy's error. But the enemy recognizing the mistake 
immediately, went into a huddle to plan the destruction of Mc 
Carthy in the shortest time possible, When this had been ac- 
complished by the Senate’s passage of the condemnation resol- 
ution, orders went out that McCarthy was never to be mentioned 
in the press again. The now-deceased Daily Worker, which 
carried an attack on the Senator on almost every page daily 
for five years, suddenly omitted him entirely, Much of the 
Nation*s press mysteriously followed the example, 

The first rule of successful political strategy is to KNOW 
your facts, McCarthyites sometimes made the mistake of not 
knowing enough about the Senator's fight, At times they even 
believed the Communist slander themselves, I have often heard 
someone attempting to justify the “naming of names** by Mc 
Carthy, How many people remember that in his first speeches 
concerning Communists in the State Department, McCarthy 
pointedly gave only case histories, citing each by a number 
instead of by a name? 

Who remembers that the Democratic Leader, Senator Scott 
Lucas, as well as a number of other Senators, demanded that thé 
names be given to the Senate body then and there? Or that Senator 
McCarthy replied that each accused person should have the right 
to defend himself in a private hearing where it would be possible 
to clear himself? 

The second important rule is to practice the gentle art of 
persuasion, In the event that a person happened to be well in- 
formed on the McCarthy name business, his information would 
do little good if he proceeded to ram it down the throat of his 
listener, insinuating that those not knowing such facts were of 
sub-par intelligence, 

Honey attracts more bees than vinegar, as granny used to 
Say, and a simple, humble approach (the flank attack) - letting 
the listener realize thai you did not know all these facts by some 
God-given genius-can at once form a sympathetic bond: I did 
not know this or that until | “*just happened across it,** or until 
1 read it in such-and such an authoriative book, To argue pleasantly 
and persuasively, to ask questions, to listen to the other side, is 
an art worth learning. 

Persuasive argument requires practice in expressing oneself 
clearly, and, if possible, strikingly, A look at the great religious 
leaders in world history discloses the means by which they were 
able to make millions of converts, Christ used parables to explain 
his msanings. We too can use parables and analogies to cut through 
the leftists’ propaganca, 

What, for instance, would the American public have said in 
1939, during the “cold war,"’ if our Government had signed a 
“cultural exchange’’ agreement with Nazi Germany? What would 
they have said if the United States had been sending economic 
and military aid to Mussolini before his “stab in the back’ 
against France’? What would their reaction have been if the 
German ballet, or some similar group, had been invited to 
tour our Nation while Hitler was persecuting the Jews? 

How many speakers do we have who have placed a dream 
before an audience and caused them to leave the hall consumed 
with thé desire to “back up their dreams with sweat and action 
and blood if necessary’’? How many of our speakers go out 
before an audience asking themselves: “What can I Say to 
make converts?’ Every speaker should bear in mind that he 
already has a “man on first base’’ because, politically con-. 
fused or not, every person in the audience is a patriotic American, 
Give them the facts, inspire them, and they will set out to de- 
fend their country. 

Two things a speaker must remember. He must first divest 
himself of the privilege of “saying anything I damm please,” 
It is the audience that must be pleased, The speaker should 
talk calmly as well as forcefully, and not indulge in the pleasure 
of showing outrage at what he is saying, He must give the audience 
the facts tactfully, and permit them to feel the outrage-giving 
ther the opportunity to come to their own conclusions, 

Secondly, the speaker must know his subject thoroughly. 
Mow often have I winced when I realized a speaker had been too 
careless in his study of his subject, or wo biased to give all the 
facts and some-times made outright errors. Not only should his 
audience not be misinformed, but such errors are liable to be 
picked up by a hostile press,

Another deterrent to effective conservative action is what 
Roosevelt used to call the “lunatic fringe*’*-the crackpots, They 
consist mostly of people who so thoroughly enjoy their feelings 
of out-rage that they resent any suggestion that they curb their 
activities or utilize their intelligence, They prefer to blame most, 
if not all, of their troubles on the Jews and Negroes, Communists 
and other leftists, holding up the crackpots as Exhibit A to the 
middle-of-the-roaders, use them for the purpose of labelling all 
conservatives as somehow unbalanced, 

Nothing is quite so effective in cancelling out constructive anti- 
Communist work as the label of anti-Semitismor racism. And the 
Communists are successfully using this weapon, One df their 
favorite tricks in tarring a patriotic organization is to obtain 
the unwitting services of an anti-Semite to pass out anti-Semitic 
literature during a mceiing.

It is extremely important for active anti-Communists to stay 
away from anti-Semites and racial agitators and to know who 
they are, The name of one anti-Semite on the letter head and an 
organization is tarred, 

Another grave fault of the conservatives is that they always want 
the whole loaf or nothing. “‘No compromise” is their righteous 
slogan, On the other hand, the Communists are grateful if they 
only gain a crumb, They know that one crumb added to another 
will eventually make a whole loaf, 


Let every man and women do some hard, candid thinking, We 
should ask ourselves these questions: 

1, Are we being ignored by the left? If so, we (or our organ- 
ization) are not effective, 

2. Are we being made fun of by the left? If so, we are making 
some pretty stupid mistakes, 

3, Are we being attacked by the left? If so, we are doing 
effective work ani beginning to draw blood, 

Perhaps if the answer to the last question is “yes,"* a 
fourth should follow: What can we do to goon to even more 
effective work?
